70 & 4W, YEMEN AND ERITREA. Carl, WB4ZNH, and his wife Martha, WN4FVU, 
were recently in Yemen investigating the possibility of a Yemen operation. 
Carl said that he was unable to get permission to operate but feels that 
future operations are likely, possibly within a year. He also said a 
Yemen club station is prepared and ready just waiting for permission to 
operate. After their visit to Yemen, both Carl and Martha were supposed 
to travel to Eritrea to operate this past weekend. But they have learned 
that the amateur radio regulations in Eritrea are under review by the 
licensing authorities, and until the current study is completed, no 
licenses are being issued. Carl said his next operation, will take 

place in Georgia (USA). 


8Q, MALDIVES. Andy, G4ZVJ (ex-ZD8VJ) and Ken, G4RWD (ex-ZD8WD) will sign 
8Q7VJ and 8Q7WD, November 21st through December 3rd from Meerufenfushi

JT, MONGOLIA. JT1Z will be a Multi/Multi operation in the CQ WW Phone DX 
Contest. Operators will include N6AA, K6MC, W6XD, N6TW, W6MKB and N6ZZ, 
who will also be on starting October 24th as JT1FAU, JT1FAV, JT1FAW, 
JTIFAX, JTIFAY and JT1FAZ respectively.

UNION OF MYANMAR (October 22, 1995 -- FOR IMMEDIATE RELEASE ----) 
Several operations appearing this week are fully authorized. These 
operations will coincide with United Nations Day, October 24, and will 
include discussions with the Myanmar Government representatives and an 
exchange of greetings with the ITU Secretary General based in Geneva. 


One operation will include two or three stations signing XZ1X and XZ1A. 
Equipment and assistance is being provided by Yaesu, ETO, Cushcraft and 
the NCDXF. Operators for the XZ1X/XZ1A operation will include JA1BK, 
K5FUV, N7NG, OH2BH and OHOXX. Two local operators will be trained 
during the week. The following frequencies have been requested: 

CW: 7005, 14005, and 21005 kHz 
SSB: 14195, 21295 kHz 
Additional frequencies may be authorized. 
QSLs for XZ1X and XZ1A will be via Kan Mizoguchi, JA1BK. 


YS, EL SALVADOR (Satellite DXpedition). Kent, N2MIP, will be active as 
YS1ZKR on OSCAR 13, November 5-10th, from grid EK53. He states this will 

be the first VHF satellite operation from El Salvador. The operation will 
primarily be split. Look for him on 145.880 MHz, and he will be listening 

on 145.910 MHz. Due to short windows and poor pointing angles, there will be 
some exclusive operations with Asia and Europe. Asia check on November 6th
